MR. G. C. COLLIER was appointed as Senior Staffing. Officer in the 
Ministry of Education with effect from October 1st, 1973. This will be a 
serious loss to us at Allan Wilson, but we sincerely thank him for all he 
has done for the School and wish him well in his new post. We hope that 
we shall see him from time to time and that Allan Wilson’s staffing needs 
will be dealt with as well as circumstances permit! 

Mr. Collier was born in Port Elizabeth in 1925. He was educated at 
Jeppe Preparatory and Boys’ High Schools in Johannesburg and obtained 
his B.Sc. at Witwatersrand University. He served with the Sixth South 
African Armoured Division from July, 1944, to February, 1946, which 
included active service in Italy with the Imperial Light Horse, Kimberley 
Regiment. In 1948, he obtained the Transvaal Teachers’ Diploma and he 
then taught at Highlands North School in Johannesburg for a few months 
before joining the staff of Jeppe Boys’ High School. 

Mr. Collier moved to Rhodesia in October, 1951, and became a teacher 
at this school. He remained at Allan Wilson for nearly eleven years. In 
that time he coached both rugby and cricket up to first team levels, was 
Officer Commanding the Cadet Unit and, from 1958, head of the Mathe- 
matics Department. In 1961, he was manager of the Nuffield Cricket side 
which went to Port Elizabeth. 

In 1962, he received well deserved promotion when he became Deputy 
Headmaster of Prince Edward School and housemaster of Jameson House. 
His stay there was, however, brief and he returned to become Headmaster 
of Allan Wilson and superintendent of Shangani House in January, 1966. 

Some of the highlights of his career at Allan Wilson were the gradual 
improvement of facilities. The new library, two additional laboratories and 
the senior engineering workshop were built. The conversion of the old 
workshop, largely Mr. Collier’s own idea, produced extra classrooms and 
new premises for the printing and photographic clubs. With the generous 
aid of the parents, the new sports pavilion was completed in 1972. 

Mr. Collier’s efforts were not confined to the school alone. He repre- 
sented the Heads of High Schools Association on both the Rhodesia Rugby 
Football Union Executive and the Educational Committee of the Pharma- 
ceutical Society of Rhodesia. 

Probably the deepest satisfaction came to Mr. Collier because the 
improved facilities he helped to create were reflected in improved academic 
results, a greater demand for entry to the school, and success on the sports 
field which brought selection to both Nuffield and Craven Week sides for 
boys of the school. 

Few people realise the long hours Mr. Collier gave to his work. He 
was often still at his desk late in the afternoon; he rarely missed sporting 
or socialevents. School holidays simply meant more work clearing up the 
aftermath of the previous term or preparing for the new term. 

We rarely heard his voice raised but his quiet and cheerful manner 
was no sign of weakness. It masked a determination which helped him to 
guide the destiny of the school effectively but without fuss. He spent 
many hours patiently listening to staff and student problems and despite 
his own heavy duties he never made people feel that he could not find time 
or interest for their difficulties. Even now he is still finding time to help 
the school in various ways. 

His mark on the school has been considerable. Pupils of the future 
will continue to benefit, as those of the past twenty years have done, from 
the eee of Mr. Collier. Mr. Collier — from us all, thank you very 
much.

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The Young Scientist Exhibition | 


The school was represented at the Young Scientist Exhibition held 
at Salisbury Showgrounds in May this year. Individual projects were 
prepared by four boys. 


I. Jones (Form 2) — Binary Adder. 

The Binary Adder was made from a telephone selector in a wooden 
case. It added up to twenty-four. It won a highly commended certificate 
with $10. 


N. Munday (Form 1) — The Electric Car. 

The electric car was constructed of an aluminium body with two solar 
cells giving out 4,2 volts each. I had a motor donated by Phillips. iA 
reversing switch was for making it go back and forth. The rest of the 
car was made from Meccano. For my prize I won the Phillips prize of a 
casset tape recorder, and $60 for the first prize in my group. 


H. Davies (Form 4) — Design and Construction of Nine Channel Remote 
Control System. 

This electronic exhibit displayed a low cost, multi-channel control 
system intended for radio control application. The low component cost of 
$21 was achieved by a design employing modern microcircuit. This project 
won the Post and Telecommunications Corporation prize of $100 and the 
third prize in its own section of $120. 


Brown (Form 2) — Hovercraft. 

My project was on how hovercrafts work. I built my model out of 
kylite and fitted it with two Baby Bee engines. (Altogether I made three 
models. ) 


I was very lucky and it won third prize in its section for $15. 


A very wide range of exhibits were prepared by young people from 
all over Rhodesia and it seemed that they enjoyed and benefited from 
participating.

Three boys have been going to Queen Elizabeth School every Wed- 
nesday afternoon to play in the ‘Beginners Orchestra” under the direction 
of Mr. Leo Birsen.

At the beginning of the second term, this year, a Sixth Form Society 
was formed in order to promote discussion, public speaking and organiza- 
tion amongst the senior forms. A chairman, secretary, and three committee 
members were elected and we proceeded, with the help of Mr. Whiley, to 
obtain speakers on subjects of interest to the senior pupils. 


During the second term, three meetings were arranged. The first of 
these was a lecture on “Marriage in the Modern Society, Divorce, and 
Abortion” given by Dr. Dick, a gynaecologist from Harari Hospital. Dr. 
Dick stated that many people did not fully understand the meaning of 
marriage, and that the major reasons for divorce were adultery, malicious 
desertion, and cruelty.

He outiined the growth 
of economics through the years, and then went on to explain some of the 
complex international monetary crisis which had arisen recently. 


During the third term, two more meetings were arranged, the first 
being a lecture on “University Student Life and Discipline” given by Mr. 
Laing, a senior lecturer at the University of Rhodesia. Mr. Laing believed 
that the discipline should be strict at a university, and that students should 
adhere to the rules. He said that a university should produce mature and 
well educated people. 


The final meeting of the year was in the form of a careers discussion. 
A panel of six lecturers was invited to talk on Engineering, Business, 
Industry, Youth Employment and Architecture. The speakers covered their 
fields comprehensively in the short time provided, and answered the many 
questions that arose. 


The society was extremely well supported and enjoyed by all the 
members. The society seems to have been successful in the attainment of 
its aims, and as Chairman, I hope that this will continue in the years to 
come.

Report of R.S.E.S. Expedition, 1973 


An expedition was conducted during the August holidays to the 
northern area of the Chimanimani range, to the region known as the 
“corner’’, north of the Musapa gap. I was forunate enough to be chosen 
as a member of this expedition, and it turned out to be very interesting. 


Each person had to pay $20 towards the cost of the expedition but it 
was well worth it. Basic articles that we were instructed to take were a 
sleeping bag, a rucksack, two pairs of walking boots, clothes as required, 
thick socks, soap, a cloth hat and a good knife, as well as assorted note- 
books and pencils for recording data. 


We were in the area for two weeks and during that time we collected 
many things of great interest to the museums, who have been interested 
in this area for a long time. We also had the opportunity to go on several 
several long walks, which gave us a fairly extensive knowledge of the area. 


I was made the leader of the mammology group, for a week prior to 
leaving I went to see various people at the Queen Victoria Museum to 
arrange with them as to what equipment they could lend us, how they 
could help us, and finding out just what we were supposed to do. Our main 
activity would be to catch rodents, and for this purpose we were given 
about 200 traps, of which only about 80 were delicate enough to work. We 
were also given mole traps, and were instructed on how to set them, and 
where. The museum also provided us with a skinner to skin the animals 
and preserve and stuff the skins as they were caught. We collected a total 
of 35 specimens, comprising several species of rats, mice, shrews, bats and 
moles. We used mainly peanut butter as bait and it was surprisingly 
successful. 


Everyone belonged to a scientific group and each day the groups would 
go out, collect specimens, and record data on them. Every morning, bird 
parties went out to shoot specimens and over 100 birds were collected, 
comprising about 50 species. 


The archaeology group found a human skeleton in a burial cave about 
two kilometres from the camp, and the skull was brought back as evidence. 
We nicknamed him ‘‘George” and from that moment on, if any minor 
accidents occurred, they were jokingly accredited to ‘“‘George’s” ghost. 


During the second week, when most of the scientific work was almost 
completed, everyone had an opportunity to do a mountain top walk of 
approximately 20 miles along the Rhodesian border with Mozambique, 
from our camp to one of the farms in the Musapa valley. The scenery was 
magnificent, even though the walk was tough. Two parties comprising of 
six people in each also attempted a three-day walk from camp, right down 
the range to the Mukurupini forest, at the extreme south end of the range. 
Unfortunately both parties were forced to return back mist and rain after 
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only a day and a half. One group spent the night at the “Outward Bound 
School’, while the other group got completely saturated, somewhere in 
the mountains. 

After the two weeks were over, we finally arrived back in Salisbury, 
dirty, unshaven and exhausted, to unpack the truck and go home to hot 
baths and good meals for the first time since we had left. 


Dramatics 


The Dramatics Club is a recent innovation to Allan Wilson and under 
Mrs. Stern it has held regular play readings in the School Pavilion and has 
produced a one-act piay “The Hewers ot Coai’’. The play was produced 
just after the Wankie Coal Disaster and was a commentary on the more 
dangerous side of the industry. Actors involved were C. Putterill, A. Lodge, 
T. Jelliman, R. Hill, M. Alexander. The play was well received by the pupils 
and staff who saw it. Play readings are increasing in popularity and in the 
beginning of the third term some girls from Queen Elizabeth Girls’ High 
came across to join in. 

On the 13th October, Rob Malden and I went to Umtali to present an 
excerpt from “A Man for all Seasons’ at the Marymount Drama Festival. 
The excerpt was produced by Mrs. Stern and although we were not placed 
in the first three, we enjoyed ourselves and gained some useful experience. 
Plans for next year include an inter-house one-act play competition that 
should unearth more hidden talent as this type of competition has never 
been tried before at Allan Wilson. In conclusion I would like to express 
thanks on behalf of the whole Dramatics Club to Mrs. Stern for her 
enthusiasm and interest, which has been felt by all involved.

Calling and 
running between wickets are weak. A useful medium pace floater. 

Ferreira — An enthusiastic opening bowler who can produce a disconcerting 
in swinger. Tends to be erratic. A competent lower order batsman 
who hits straight and hard. 

Mawdsley — An improving left arm spinner who is learning the values of 
bowling tight. He must concentrate on keeping his arm high. A very 
useful batsman who has played some face-saving innings. Fielding is 
making progress. 

Du Plooy — A cocky, aggressive cricketer, he is a tonic to the side. He 
bowls very accurate off spinners but must work hard to learn how 
to turn the ball more. A cheeky batsman who hits the ball well. A 
good fielder. 

Hayes — A tall lively seamer, he uses his height to real advantage. I think 
he can only go from strength to strength as he develops physically.

ALLAN WILSON RUGBY TOUR TO THE TRANSVAAL 


The fund raising for the tour which was mainly engineered by B. Peck 
started at the beginning of the first term. In all there was a successful 
dance, a raffle, a jumble sale and two film shows which resulted in a profit 
of $642,00. In addition to this each player had to pay $20,00 towards the 
general cost of the tour. 


The tour began when the bus departed from Allan Wilson at 10.30 
p-m. on Sunday, 17th April, and we reached Beit Bridge an hour before it 
opened the following morning. After a hard days driving we reached 
Krugersdorp in the late afternoon where we stayed until the next morning 
when we were taken on an interesting tour to watch the gold being poured 
at the West Rand Gold Mine and in the afternoon we were taken to the 
Sterkfontein Caves. The next morning before the actual game in the after- 
noon we were taken down the actual mine shaft and on a tour of the 
uranium plants. In the beginning of the match the team took some time 
to settle down but gradually the forwards obtained a good amount of ball 
and we deserved our first try scored by Geach after a good running move- 
ment. Carlisle managed also to convert a penalty to put us further in the 
lead by half time. However after half time we lapsed and Krugersdorp 
scored a try which they converted, a few minutes later they also scored 
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a penalty. For the last ten minutes the team tried desperately to catch 
Krugersdorp, the powerful front row won every scrum and this combined 
with good jumping in the lineouts provided a great deal of clean ball for 
the back line. However it was here that play broke down as it was the 
first time the back line had played with each other and they had little 
confidence in each other. The final score remained at 7—9. 


That night we had dinner at the girls’ hostel before departing for 
Vereeniging the next morning. We arrived at Vereeniging before lunch 
where we learned Drieriviere was anxious to have a practice match with 
us. We consented on the condition we could substitute players. Drieriviere 
had a well balanced side of heavy forwards and a fast back line, although 
we held them well to half-time in the last few minutes their superior weight 
began to tell and they won the match 22—9. 


After the match we were collected by our hosts and the next day we 
were taken on a comprehensive tour of Sasol.

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There was an excellent response early in the first term, in a call for 
new membership to our club. We started with only a couple of oarsmen 
from the previous season, and the crews which finally emerged consisted 
entirely of new members. They had to put in a great deal of effort before 
they settled down to combine and co-ordinate their movements in their 
respective crews. Where possible crews were organised so that they would 
keep together during the season and remain amicable to each other. On 
this basis, Shangani hostel provided membership for the “A” and “D” 
crews, whilst the remainder were almost entirely day scholars. 


In the first event of the season, the Head of the Dam Regatta, Allan 
Wilson produced four crews, none of whom made much impression against 
rival crews from St. George’s; although our “A” crew showed potential 
and the experience of Paul Hewitt at stroke, helped them considerably. 
Our crews did well to finish the event in view of the distance and our in- 
experience. 


Following the exhausting Head of the Dam Regatta, the first round 
of the League Regattas began. The “A” crew were placed in the same 
division as the more experienced crews of the University and St. George’s. 
Their style of rowing was most favourable and they did not disgrace them- 
selves. Despite their potential, this crew had problems throughout the 
season. They were disqualified in one race, and had difficulties with equip- 
ment in others, whilst injury and ill health resulted in crew changes 
frequently. 


In division 4 the “B” crew rowed with determination, which made up 
for their lack of skill at this stage. They gained the same number of points 
as the St. George’s “B” crew. The “C” and “D” crew lacked fitness. 


In the second term at the University Sprint Regatta we were out- 
classed in the maiden division, whilst the ‘‘C’ and “D” crew in the novice 
section were not troubled by their opponents. 


The second round of the Rhodesian Rowing Association League 
Regattas resulted in improved times in all divisions. The new “E”’ crew 
who had come together at the beginning of the term entered a new division 
in which they were placed with new crews from St. George’s. The com- 
petition in this division was excellent and as can be seen from the results 
the fastest times of all the crews were almost identical; and it was obvious 
that they would provide a strong challenge to crews in the division above 
them before the end of the season. 


After Rhodes and Founders there was little time for training as 
examinations were in progress. In the limited amount of coaching time 
available, the crews were all asked to concentrate more on technical skill, 
now that they were looking much fitter and this assisted greatly in the 
Rhodesian Championships in which the most satisfying performances of 
the season were gained. All crews improved their performances. The “B” 
and “C’’ crews brought home the prized trophies in the maiden and novice 
status. The Driver brothers, who were replacements in the winning crews 
are to be commended for the manner in which they adapted to their new 
crews. The improvement in steering and encouragement provided by our 
coxes was in the end appreciated by all. 


After the championships, in the Mazoe Marathon our crews raised 
over $300 through sponsorship, and hard blistering work. The “A’’ crew 
completed 38 km in the time of 4 hours allowed, the “C” and “D’’ crews 
32 km; whilst the “B’” crew managed 28 km despite having difficulties with 
their boat. 
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In the third term in an open pairs regatta Washington and Bishton 
did well to finish 5th overall, putting up a fine performance against the 
St. George’s pair particularly. 


We would like to thank Hunyani Rowing Club for the use of their 
facilities, equipment and help with transport. Mr. Barton, their chairman, 
has again offered his assistance next season to promote rowing in this 
school.
